“The vital need is not alteration 
of our fundamental law, but in- 
creasingly enlightened view with 
reference to it... . 

“We do not ask the courts to 
call non-existent powers into be- 
ing, but we have a right to ex- 
pect that conceded powers or 

those legitimately implied shall 
be made effective instruments for 
the common good. 

“The progress of our democracy 
must not be imperilled by the de- 


nial of essential powers of free 
government.’ 

The chief executive asserted that 
“the broad objectives’ of NRA 
were sound, adding 
NRA PROBLEM 

“The statute of NRA has been 


outlawed.’ The problems have not. 
They are still with us.” 

The President did not mention 
the Supreme Court by name, but he 
said at one point: 

“Because all of us believe that 
our democratic form of govern- 


ment can cope adearric'y wth 
modern problems as they arise, 
it is patriotic am wes ao wy rut 
for us te prove that we can meet 
new national needs with new 
laws consistent with the historic 
constitutional framework clearly 
intended to receive liberal and 
not narrow interpretation.” 

Mr. Roosevelt confined his mes- 
sage to a broad outline of future 
problems, saying he would heve 
specific recommendations later. But 
he said immediate action was need 
ed to extend the neutrality law to 
cover civil strife in Spain; to ex- 
tend expiring statutes (such as his 
monetary powers and the recon- 
struction corporation) and to make 
deficiency appropriations for relief 
purposes.

The Winnipeg Tribune said Mr. 
Bracken denied an Ottawa report 
there had been a threat to cut in- 
terest payment. to Manitoba bond- 
holders, and added the premier has 
pointed out that continued delay in 
working out a new refunding 
scheme for provincial debts “may 
have serious consequences.” 


DIRECT WAY TAX 

Imposed as emergency Jegislation 
in 1933, the two-per cent wage tax 
now in effect in Manitoba directly 
taxes the wages of all working citi- 
zens earning $50 or more monthly 
in addition to the regular anrual 
income tax. The tax is deducted 
weekly or monthly from pay en- 
velopes by employers, who act as 
the provincial government's agents. 
The legislation was upheld by the 
Privy Council recently.

4,000 MORE LICENSES 

Nearly four thousand more motor licenses 
were sold in the province in 1936 than during 
the year before. That may not mean there were 
four thousand more cars in the province, or four 
thousand more in use. There is a tradition that 
in the dark years cars have been known to 
wander about the highways without licenses on 
occasion, or with only one license plate where 
two should be in evidence. 

Be that as it may, Albertans bought four 
thousand more licenses, or nearly that many 
more than in 1935. This is evidence of a quite 
convincing kind of the improvement in condi- 
tions over most of the province. One way or 
another they managed to get along with that 
many fewer in the previous year, not because 
they wanted to but because they could not afford 
the fees. Last year they were able to put cars in 
operation which had been idle the year before, 
or to conform to the law they had previously 
been unable to observe, beside putting license 
plates on new cars. 

In either case, the p treasury 
gathered in something like $30,000 of extra 
money to prove that the times were better and 
to lessen the financial troubles. 


NO REDUCTION 
Provincial Treasurer Cockroft says he just 
can’t think about reducing taxation, because he 
needs all the money he is likely to get. This in 
response to a suggestion from the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce that a reduction in taxa- 


vincial 


tion would encourage and enable people to | 


build, and so get the construction industries 
moving. The Minister was sympathetic toward 
the object, but hadn't a hope the reduction could 
be made. 

At the session of last spring, the reader will 
have no difficulty recalling, taxation was in- 
creased, by various new levies and increases cal- 
culated to take $1.20 from the public where 
$1.00 had been taken before. At the same lime, 
Statutory authority was given the Government 
to cut bond interest rates in half, and thereby 
effect a saving of $3,600.000 per year, which was 
done in due time. And in April and again in 
November bond issues which metured were not 
paid, a further large cut in the outgo. 

But despite the new taxation, the increased 
income from old taxes, and the heavy reduction 
in expenditure, the verdict is that no cut in the 
taxes or tax rates need be looked for. If there 
were “holes in the bottom of the treasury” a 
year ago, as we have been told, they evidently 
have not been plugged yet, and the public must 
continue to pour in revenue at the higher rates. 

That will be disappointing to the public, 
though perhaps not unexpected Particularly

EDUCATION IN ALBERTA 

The thirtieth annua! report of the depart- 
ment of education in Alberta contains jts lights 
and its shadows too. Scarred by the depression, 
our school system valiantly has sought to pre- 
serve standards set in more auspicious years. It 
has seen its annual grants thinned by exacting 
economy, its personnel exposed to periodic 
salary reductions, its efficiency clogged by con- 
tinuing industrial stegnation Despite these 
handicaps, authorities have not lagged nor Jan- 
guished in their labors to invest Alberta with 
educationa! facilities unsurpassed in the Dom- 
inion. Wisely considering all obstacles as in- 
centives to heightened effort, the department 
has chosen this disturbed period in which to 
strike out for new achievements, by inaugurat- 
ing its onerous but valuable experiment in 
“enterprise” education. 

The report is a generally satisfactory record, 
illustrating how success may be wrung from 
conditions which would have excused a large 
measure of failure. It is disheartening, howcver, 
to note the marked decline during the year in 
the average level of teachers’ salaries. Failure 
to collect taxes, particularly in rural or home- 
stead areas, has caused numerous schoo} dis- 
tricts to slacken or actually postpone remunera- 
tion to their staff. 

Another aggrevating evil, the report indi- 
eetes. flows from the eagerness of boards to 
secure unnecessary changes amongst their 
teachers, thereby impairing the continuity of 
classroom tradition. “There must be a realiza- 
tion on the part of both teachers and trustees 
thet frequent ehanges in schools are detrimental 


to the educational progress of the pupils and that 
contracts should not be terminated on the basis 
of whim, prejudice, expediency, local claims or 
misguided economy.”

NO SPOILS IN SIGHT 

Close on the heels of the announcement that 
the Anglo-Italian agreement had been signed, 
comes news that 4,000 Italian soldiers have 
landed in Spain, to reinforce the contingent al- 
ready there. They are, it may be supposed, 
volunteers who have taken service with the 
Insurgents—as a number of United States citi- 
zens enlisted in the Canadian forces in the early 
days of the Great War. 

There is nothing in the agreement to prevent 
the Italian Government sending an army to 
Spain. But there is a clause which says Italy 
could not collect pay for its services by accepting 
or grabbing Spanish territory cither in Spain or 
northern Africa. That probably amounts to the 
same thing from Mussolini's point of view. 

He fought a war last year and annexed 
Abyssinia as the prize. Only to find thaf the 
country is not worth what it cost, to say nothing 
of the protests of Italian taxpayers against the 
new demands made upon them, and the general 
disappointment at the failure of the victorious 
enterprise to solve Italy's economic troubles. 

With an empty treasury, and an obvious 
slump in his own popularity, it is by no means 
likely I! Duce is undertaking to both fight and 
finance Franco's war with no prospect of getting 
anything out of the business. 

If he did not get Mussolini's promise to keep 
hands off Spain, Mr. Anthony Eden got what is 
probably just as good; a promise that Italy will 
collect no territorial spoils. Knowing that, the 
Italians would likely rebel if they were told they 
must take on another war with no possible gain 
in sight. 

The inference is that the Italian recruits are 
going to Spain “on their own”, because things 
are quiet at home or because Franco is offer- 
ing good wages to mecenaries.

Life has been hard on the young fellows 
during the past five years with work scarce. 
Yet in our free country of great natural re- 
source, the youth who didn’t fear to go afield 
suffered no such restriction as the English youth 
of fifty years ago who bound himself to long 
apprenticeship in order to learn a trade. 

One of the compositor staff of The Bulletin, 
W. J. Tiplin, showed me a few days ago his 
apprenticeship indentures, whereby he bound 
himself: 

“Unto the full End and Term of Seven 
Years from thence next following to be fully 
complete and ended, DURING which Term 
the said Apprentice his Masters faithfuliy 
shall serve, their secrets keep, their lawful 
commands everywhere gladly do. He shall 
do no damage to his said Masters nor see to 
be done of others. but to his Power shall 
forthwith tell or give warning to his said 
Masters of the same. He shall not waste tie 
Goods of his said Masters, nor lend them 
unlawfully to any. He shall not contrect 
Matrimony within the, said Term, nor play 
at Cards nor Dice Tables or any other un- 
lawful Games whereby his said Masters may 
have any loss with their own Goods or 
others during the said Term without License 
of his said Masters. He shall neither Buy 
nor Sell and shall not haunt Taverns or 
Playhouses, nor absent himself from his said 
Masters service, day or night, unlawfully. 
But in all things as a faithful Apprentice 
he shall behave himself towards his said 
Masters and all his, during the said Term.” 


For this form of modern slavery the said 
Apprentice was rewarded with a wage of three 
shillings a week, rising by a shilling a week 
each year until he received eight shillings a 
week in his sixth year, and ten shillings a week 
in his seventh year.

Measles 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Measles is one of the most common of the 
acute, contagious diseases of childhood which 
is probably caused by some definite micro-or- 
ganism not as yet isolated. It is rare in the in- 
fant, but after the age of six months, the disease 
usually develops in the majority of children ex- 

ee posed to it. In most cases, the 

youngster has the measles 
when he reaches the age 
where he starts to school, for 
in the crowded school room, 
the disorder is readily trans- 
ferred from one child to an- 
other by direct contact. 
oe The period of incubation 
i i varies between 9 and 21 days, 

Dr. F. McCoy with most of the cases otcur- 
ing about twelve days after exposure. In the 
beginning, the symptoms closely resemble those 
of an acute cold, and because of this, the mother 
may not realize that the child is coming down 
with measles. 

The first symptoms are feverishness, dis- 
charge from the nose, sneezing, and coughing. 
The cough usually develops about a day after 
the other symptoms have started and is of a 
hard, dry character. Sometime during the fourth 
day, as a genera) rule, the rash appears, first 


, showing on the side of the face. The rash is 


often accompanied by swelling of the face 
which may change the appearance. The child is 
restless when disturbed but when left alone 
may pay little attention to his surroundings, 
usually falling into a heavy, stupid state which 
alarms the mother because it is so different from 
his usual alertness. 


The fever commonly reaches its highest 
point on the second day after the, eruption and 
then begins to go down, with a return of normal 
temperature sometime between the seventh and 
the ninth day of the disease. 


The characteristic rash of measles is formed 
of small red dots. however, the eruptions may 
run together and become confluent when a 
patchy appearance results. This tendency of the 
rash to form patches is especially noticeable on 
the face. Usually the spots are either round or 
crescent-shaped. The rash generally does not 
show on the limbs and trunk of the body until 
the second day after it develops on the face. Or- 
dinarily, the eruption takes about a day and a 
half to reach its height, then remains for two 
days, and finally fades or disappears. 

The patient with measles complains that the 
eyes are painful upon exposure to light and for 
this reason it is advisable to keep the child in 
a dark room, or if light is admitted, then the 
eyes should be protected. 


In measles, as in any other feverish or erup- 
tive disease, the patient should not be given 
any heavy food. Plenty of drinking water is to 
be supplied *and the juice of several oranges or 
grapefruit is to be taken during the day. The 
citrus fruit juices seem to have a beneficial ef- 
fect in causing recovery to take place more rap- 
idly. 

The patient is given at least one plain warm 
water enema daily, and preferably two, using 
about one pint of water each time, repeating if 
necessary. Sponging the skin with tepid or cool 
water will help to make the patient more com- 
fortable and these sponge baths may be repeated 
every two hours if the fever is high. 

The child must be kept away from other 
children and should remain in bed until the 
rash is practically gone. When the rash has sub- 
sided, the skin peels off in fine, bran-like shreds 
or scales, and this process may take five to ten 
days. The daily warm bath will hasten this 
desquamation. 

After recovery begins, special] care should be 
taken to make sure that the eyes are not strain- 
ed and close work is to be avoided. Inasmuch 
as one attack of measles usually confers im- 
munity, the patient will be safe from future 
attacks. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. A. G. S. writes: “Please 
advise me what to do with a child that holds its 
breath till it is black in the face and lifeless. 
What causes this condition?” 

ANSWER: When a child crys so hard that it 
holds its breath for a long period of time it is 
usually because it suffers from periodic attacks 
of indigestion due to wrong feeding. He is 
frantic to tell you about it, and probably Joses 
his temper because he cannot properly express 
himself.

CRANBERRY AND

soft, Add sugar and cook gently un- 
til sugar dissolves. Do not strain 
Just before serving, to the chilled

AVOCADO APPETIZER 

One avocado, %4 cup tomato cat- 
sup, 1-2 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, 2 tablespoons lemon juice, 
1-2 teaspoon onion juice. 

Remove rind of avocado, take out 
the large stone. Cut meat of fruit 
into dice, Mix the other ingredients 
thoroughly, then add diced avocado, 
Do not stir because to do so might 
break the diced avocado into messy 
pieces.

CLEANING PEWTER 
By Roger B. Whitman 


A simple and effective way to 
clean old and blackened pewter is 
to immerse it in a solution of 1-3 
cup of lye in 2 quarts of water 


After three hours, the blackening! 


will begin to loosen, and can be 
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rubbed off. In very bad cases, much | 
longer immersion is necessary; but, 


in that event fresh solution should 
be used every six or eight hours. 
The pewter should be watched, and 
kept in the solution no longer than 
is necessary. 

A piece of pewter should be com- 
pletely immersed. If part of it is 
out of the solution, a line will form 
that cannot be eradicated. A wood 
handle should be kept out of the 
solution, 

Pitted and roughened places re- 
majning after this cleaning are not 
from the solution, but due to the 


corrosion that formed the blacken-| 


ing. After removal from the lye, the, 


article should be cleaned with 
plenty of clear water. The lye solu- 
tion will leave the surface clean 
but dull, A metal polish can then 
be used, and the more quickly it is 
applied after cleaning, the better 
the polishing will be. 

Because of the corrosive effect ot 
lye, rubber gloves should be worn, 
and the solution should not be 
allowed to splash on the clothing. 


CHINKING A LOG CABIN 

Question: What is a good materia! 
to use between the logs of a log 
cabin? I have tried ordinary cement 
but it cracks and falls out. 

Answer: Use dry portland cement 
mixed with plastic roofing cement 
to a stiff paste. For wide joints, 
stuff the central parts with oakum, 
and then fill the remainder with 
this mixture.

Question: The inside of the glass 
tube of the water gage on my steam 
boiler is so dirty that I can hardly 
see through it.

AST night out at the Arena there was just as smart an exhibition of 

penior calibre hockey as fans in this section can reasonably expect to 
he offered. Ft was a game that offered full value in action and thrills. At 
times the hockey was top-notch. It is likewise true that once in awhile it 
was below par, but the players were giving their best all the time and 
not laying down on the job. No fair-minded fan can criticize them when 
they play like that. The thing that burns the customers up is indiffer- 
ence and big-headedness on the part of the players. None of that was 
fm evidence last night. 

Yet, despite the fact that this brand of hockey is being consistently 
offered, the way the fans stay at home is sensational. Time was when 
euch a game as played here last night would have drawn upwards 
of 2,000 paid admissions. It wasn't a quarter of. that Tuesday. 


For weeks now this lack of support has had the team managers groggy 
en the ropes. No one seems able to put his finger on the cause, If fans 
who stay at home will be good enough to send their reasons for not turn- 
ing out to games, to this column it may be that some unsuspected cause 
may be uncovered. After all it is only by getting the voice of the fans 
that such a problem can be solved. 

Here are some of the reasons that have been suggested for lack of 
attendance: (1) Distance to Arena. (2) Lack of artificial ice and heated 
seats. (3) Improved counter-attractions such as radio, talkies, ete. (4) 
Lack of money. (5) General loss of interest in hockey. (6) Too much 
hockey. (7) The commanding lead which the Calgary Rangers have in 
the league. It may be a combination of one or more of these reasons that 
is keeping the attendance down—or it may be some angles that have been 
completely overlooked in the diagnosis. But whatever the causes are, 
they are a mighty serious problem to the team managers and any help 
that fans can give in solving them will be deeply appreciated,

T IS not only the Seniors who have an attendance problem, but the 

Junior League likewise. On Sundays the Juniors draw three and four | 
thousand fans. Since it is a Sunday, they can only take a free-will col-| 
lection. This has been averaging not more than two and a half cents per | 
fan. For week night games, when a charge can be made, the attendance | 
is discouraging to put it mildly. 


The Juniors are not seeking to make a profit, but they do want 
te break even. The fact that the players are not pald does not mean 
that it costs nothing to operate this league. The ice must be paid for, 
equipment bought, labor paid for and a flock of incidental expenses 
met. So far the financial support of the fans has not been sufficient 
te meet these costs. 


Surely if it is worth any person's time to go out to the Arena on Sun- 
day afternoon and sit through 60 minutes of hockey, it is worth at least 
a dime to them, yet the custom is for a dime to be dropped in payment 
for four grown people. Undoubtedly a lot of fans secretly feel that they 
are being a little cheap, but salve their conscience with the thought that | 
most everyone else is paying up and their own thriftiness will not be | 
noticed. The truth is that most everyone is apparently taking the same | 
attitude. 

No one will contend for a minute that Junior hockey is not a most | 
desirable thing for a city. The managers. coaches and players are giving | 
their level best in time and ability, but it is hardly fair that they should 
have to dig down into their own pockets to provide entertainment for 
thousands. At times it seems doubtful if Junior hockey can continue | 
under these conditions. Sunday afternoons without a hockey game to 
go to would be a dreary prospect for a good many thousands.

Later Coutu was re- 
instated. Jean hasn't waited for 
reinstatement. Perhaps he’s tired 
of fights. 

Big Pusie, one of the most 
colorful players the ice game has 
seen, has played for more teams 
than a hockey expert could name 
off-hand. He is not only a hockey 
player of no mean ability, but has 
tried his hand at wrestling, box- 
ing, umpiring baseball games and 
many other sports. It is reported 
that during a ball game he once 
hit two spectators for molesting 
a player. 

PACKED MIGHTY SHOT 


Never before have fans seen 
such a quick-tempered player and 
showman. With his 200-odd 
pounds of brawn he packed a 
terrific shot. His teams generally 
used him for making their pen- 
alty shots. On one occasion before 
taking his penalty shot he skated 
up to the opposition goalie and 
shook his hand as if to offer his 
sympathy for what was about to 
happen. To add insult to injury 
as it were, Pusie let go his bullet- 
like drive and beat the goalie 
cleanly. 

On another occasion, when 
playing under Clem Loughlin at 
London in the International 
league, he went to Clem and sug- 
gested that when they visited 
Buffalo he would put on a show 
to revive the spectator interest.

Declares 


REGINA, Jan. 6.—Ma A. Cc 
Ellison in his inaugural address said 
Regina's only hope for @ balanced 
budget in 1937 is “by reduction in 
interest payments.” 

The mayor stated incapacity of 
the city to meet contractural ob- 
ligations was not caused by any 
fault of the city but because super- 
ior governments had failed to meet 
their obligations to deal with em- 
ployment and had taken from the 
city revenues properly civic. 

“This is not a question of re- 
pudiation but a question of present 
incapacity to meet our obligations,” 
he said. 

Leading to an order reducing the 
interest rate on the city’s Honded 
debt to three per cent., an inquiry 
into the city’s finances by the local 
government board was urged. Pre- 
sent interest rate on Regina's bond-
